10.000 men. 
The ou tpu t of the mine 
was ow'ned b y the Tu rkish govern­ 
ment and it kept the price u p. 
It is said that enou gh meerschau m 
has b een discovered in Grant cou nty. 
New Mexico, to su pply the w'orld’s 
needs. 
There is a popu lar b elief that meer­ 
schau m is petrified sea foam washed 
u p ages ago and scdidificd ’ey some 
strange 
process 
of 
natu re. 
Meer­ 
schau m is a minci’al known to scien­ 
tists as “sepiolitc.” 
It is composed 
p-incipally of silica and magnesiu m. 
It is fou nd in fissu res in the rock, 
where volcanic action has forced it u p 
to the su rface. 
Meerschau m is u sed not only for 
making tob acco iiipes, b u t b ecau se of 
its u niqu e pioperties of resisting 
a 
high degree of heat and its ready 
ab sorption of water, it is pu t to vari­ 
ou s electrical and mechanical u ses. 
In the mines of New Mexico a solid 
b lock 
of mecrschanm weighing 42 
pou nds was taken ou t. 
It w^as the 
largest b lock of meerschau m ever 
mined.—New York Financial News.

It Can Be Done by Fumigating with 
Tobac c o Smok e . 


The melo n -aphis has do ne great 
injury to melo n plants in vario us sec­ 
tio ns 
o f the 
co untry, 
particularly 
Texas, 
in a bulletin o f the 
Texas 
experiment statio n it is reco mmended 
to plant a few ro ws o f rape at bo th 
ends o r at the side o f the melo n field 
befo re planting the melo ns. 
Rape is 
natural fo o d plant fo r an aphis which 
has universal distributio n. 
This in-

sect is the ho st fo r the majo rity o f 
insects which destro y o ther aphides, 
in his way, ladybngs and o ther in­ 
sects will beco me so numero us that 
they will o rdinarily take care o f the 
melo n aphis. The rape sho uld be left 
to gro w until the cantalo ups ire har­ 
vested. 
The aphis can bo killed o n the vines 
by fumigating with to iiacco smo ke. 
Fo r vines two o r three 
feet 
lo ng, 
make a light frame fo ur feet wide and 
six feet lo ng, to which attach eight- 
inch legs. 
Co ver this with a go o d 
grade o f muslin, cut two feet lo nger 
and two feet wider than the frame, so 
that it will co ver the sides and lap o n 
the gro und. 
Karth may be placed o n 
the lap to keep the smo ke and gas 
fro m escaping. 
After the clo th has been sewed and 
cut to tho size desired, it fdio iild be 
saturated 
with 
linseed 
o il, 
then 
wrung o ut, slightly dried and nailed 
to the frame. 
Fo r field w’o rk, make 
up at least ten frames, which o ne man 
can attend to . 
Place the frame o ver the infested 
plant. Take so me fumigating to bacco 
paper made fo r the purpo se and put 
a piece in a tin can, which has per­ 
fo ratio ns at the bo tto m edge, made by 
driving a large nail thro ugh the side, 
and i)lace each can in o ppo site co rners 
o f the frame, but no t o n the vine; 
light acco rding to directio ns. 
By this 
time many o f the beneficial insects 
have escaped fro m under the co ver. 
With a tro wel o r o ther co nvenient 
small to o l place a little dirt o n the 
bo rder o f the clo th which lies o n the 
gi’o und to prevent the escape o f gas. 
The frame sho uld remain in po sitio n 
lo ng eno ugh to suffo cate all aiilifs 
under it, which is usually fro m thro e 
to 30 niiniiK’S. One man sho uld have 
eno ugh frame to handle so that each 
o ne in successio n may remain o n a 
vine during the abo ve time. 


R E N T E D GARDEN A W IN N E R . 


How the Town Re s ide nt May Be Able 
to Engage in Profitable Garde ning. 


h’’o r tho se who have no t a suitable 
hack yard it is frequently po ssible to 
rent a vacant lo t clo se by, which cd n 
be very pro fitably tended and made to 
give an excelh'nt su])ply o f vegetables 
thro ugh the entire summer. A lo t 50x 
60 feet was rented by o ne o f o ur co n- 
ti’ihnto rs fo r three do llars fo r 
the 
summer, says Orange Judd Farmer. 
Buildings shaded a po rtio n o f 
the 
gro und, where cucumbers, squash and 
immpkins were planted. 
The seaso n 
was wet and late, but o n March 17 
first planting was made o f o ne-half 
peck o f early po tato es, beds o f rad­ 
ishes, lettuce and o nio ns. 
The re­ 
mainder was planted abo ut May 
1 
and as the gro und was in a very dry 
lo catio n it was necessaiT to irrigate 
it twice with a garden ho se at an ex- 
lieiise o f $1.50 fo r water and rent o f 
a ho se. 
The cultivatio n was shallo w and 
flat; 
frequent ho cings stirred 
the 
gro und. 
As so o n as vines began to 
gro w, beans and 
cucumbers 
were 
mulched with lawn mo wings, which in­ 
sured clean pro ducts. On May 25 let­ 
tuce. radishes and green o nio ns were 
o n the table fro m this garden, o n June 
15 po tato es and green peas. 
The pro ducts o f this little area were 
as fo llews: 
Six bushels 
po tato es, 
three bushels sweet 
po tato es, 
two 
bushels to mato es, 34 
cabbages, 20 
do zen green co rn, seven ])o unds let­ 
tuce, nine do zen radishes, three bush­ 
els turnips, five bushels beans, two 
gallo ns o nio ns, seven ¡nimpkins, thi-ee 
squashes, six muskmelo ns. two pecks 
peas. 
At market values these wo uld 
have co st $25. But gro wn in the gar­ 
den the actual co st was five do llars 
pins the labo r expended. 


Suns hine and Growth of Plants . 
Many peo ple have tho idea that 
plants gro w mo st in mo ist weather. 
This is co ntrary to the fact. 
The 
mo re siinshine there is, the mo i-e is 
the plant supplied with plant fo o d in 
so lutio n in the water drawn in at 
tl# ro o ts. ^ The faster the evapo ra­ 
tio n, the faster the plant is built iip. 
The sunshine do es a great wo rk in 
hastening the wo rk o f plant-buildfng. 
A high temperature has the same ef­ 
fect as sunshine, fo r it pulls the mo ist­ 
ure o ut o f the leaves o f the plants and 
creates circulatio n

by la y ing in a circle o f steel ev ery 
two feet. This g iv es it g rea t streng th. 
They a re pla stered o n the inside with 
cement. 
The mo st o f these silo s set in the 
g ro und fro m fo ur to six feet.

From y ear to y ear good 
cows will in crease in n umber in the 
herd of the man that is alway s sellin g 
off his poorest cows an d is raisin g 
calves from his best cuw’s to take the 
place of the poor cows of which he 
d isposes.

Sunday School Te aching. 
The present condition of the Ameri­ 
can Sunday school is not satisfactory. 
This is not disputed— it is keenly felt 
by the majority of those 
who 
are 
most engaged in the w'ork. 
And it is 
not strange that there is an increas­ 
ing pressure 
of 
som e 
kind 
of 
a 
change. 
J ust now this demand runs ^ 
in the direction of the introduction |t 
of a graded system. 
This w as the 
burden of the talk of the subject at 
the Chicago m inisters’ meeting. 
But it is a question whether grading 
the lessons or the study is what is 
most needed or would get to th e root 
of the trouble. 
The worst weakness 
of the case seem s to be that the les­ 
sons are hardly studied at all by the 
pupils and only half taught by those 
in c'liafgc of the classes. 
Boys and 
girls who are fairly studious in the 
(lay schools come into Sumlay school 
without having looked 
at 
their 
les­ 
sons. 
And so long as this is the case 
what difference does it make whetlior 
the lesson is of the graded kind, the 
old-fashioned kind or any other kind? 
Moreover it is rather common for the 
boys and girls to pay little attention 
to the lesson after they get into the 
class. 
They are otherwise engaged. 
And w'hen boys are sticking pins into 
one another and girls are discussing 
the la« ? ! or the next party it does not 
matter nmch whether the system is 
graded or not. 
It is a steep grade 
for the poor teacher to climb anyhow. 
By telling stories or working up an 
attraction she may arrest attention 
for a little while, but that can be d-um 
without 
any 
system. 
Ami 
if 
the 
teacher has come to the class without 
having more than discovered where 
the lesson is, it is about all that can 
be done. 
The first need, therefore, 
of 
the 
Sunday school is more study on the 
imrt of the pu]» ils, and in many cases 
moi’e preparation 
on 
tiie 
part 
of 
teachers. 
But how 
this 
is 
to 
be 


children 
into 
their Sunday clothes, 
lesides, it would seem like a joke to 
suggest such a thing to sonic parents. 
With respect to the graded courses 
them selves, w'e must not draw too 
leavily on a comparison 
with 
the 
coui'ses in the public schools. 
In the 
atter there is a very gi'eat range ot 
studies, running from 
the 
alphaliet 
through all the rnatliematics and nat­ 
ural sciences to the classics and art 
am! philosophy. 
Nothing can be more 
natural and easy than graded courses. 
But in the Sunday school thert* is oii- 
y one hook, one course—from (leiie- 
sis to Revelation. 
It is not so natural 
or so easy to l)r(*al-: this into different 
courses. 
Nor is it so obvious that it 
needs to be done. 
Take the .Toseiih 
esson, 
for 
example; it is a story 
which grips the Interest of the criUl 
with marvelous fascination and at the 
sam e time it is a story for men. 
J o­ 
seph w as a man of affairs and all the 
great lessons of faith and practical 
ife are embodied in his experionee. 
Nothing can be m oiv touching to the 
child, notliing more jirofoimd for the 
man 
and 
the woman. 
All that is 
needeil is that the lesson should be 
taught to children as children anil to 
m en and w'oman as men and w'omen. 
And this is what is nowr done in onr 
Sunday school.s. There is a iiractical 
gradation 
of 
teaching 
all 
Ihe 
w'ay from the infant class 
to 
the 
Bible class. 
This fact does not seem 
to be siiifieiently recognized in the de­ 
mand for graded courses. 
But. as we said at the beginning, 
the need of improvement in the Sun­ 
day schools is pressing, 
and there 
sliould be an open mind toward all 
suggestions w'hicli look in this diri'C- 
tion. 
It graded lesson courses will 
h.elp to improve matters, let th(*m he 
tried. 
At the same titne pastors could 
do sometliing to imi>rove tlie interest 
in Bible study 
by 
making 
their 
preaching morti biblical. 
BcJ ore the 
writer are full reyiorts of three ser­ 
mons 
preached 
by 
the 
most 
dis- 
tiippiished pastors in New York and 
Brooklyn. 
Not one of these sermons 
is biblical. They begin with a text and 
that is about all the direct refert'iice 
there is t(j the Bible. 
And it is not 
too much to say that thousands of 
other pastors constructed their ser­ 
mons after the same fashion. 
Now' it may be that these preachers 
feel that they have been following a 
graded course and that 
they 
have 
graduated out of the Bible. 
But one 
would naturally think that if we are 
to have a new graded course it should 
include the pulpit, 
and 
make 
the 
preacher head professor and the con­ 
gregation senior class in Bible study. 
Certain it is, that great Bible preach­ 
ers 
could 
send 
an influence dowm 
through the congregation 
and 
the 
Sunday school which would greatly 
increase the interest in, and improve 
the quality of, Bible study.
